HABITAT AND GARDEN SUCCESS: 


To grow the Great Plains plants it is important 
to recognize native factors of adaptation and en- 
vironment. Character and faculty have been mold- 
ed in these plants by untold ages of living where 
periods of moisture shortage are long and of 
moisture excess very brief. 

Moisture retention devices in the plant structure 
have been developed to an outstanding degree to 
withstand shortage; to escape excesses the canny 
plants select high places and slopes, rocky, grav- 
elly and porous soils from which excess water 
readily drains away or down, thus quickly restor- 
ing aeration. In general moistness is sought, 
wetness avoided. ; 

A recommended scree mixture for replacing soils 
that are close textured or impervious or too rich 
and moisture retentive, or to counteract inescap- 
able shade from remote trees or other objects, is 
made up of equal parts of ordinary soil, coarse 
sand, and fine gravel or rock chips, including some 
lime. This provides an excellent base for all Great 
Plains plants. The needs of certain subjects. for 
portions of richer soil may be met by adding leaf- 
mold or other humus locally, in planting or in top- 
dressing. But if your rooting medium is suspected 
of being not “lean” enough for the ardent sun- 
lovers, substitute subsoil, up to three-fourths, for 
soil. 

All plants listed herein are tolerant of lime and 
a few demand it. Lime in a very acceptable form 
and good drainage material may be had from 
poultry supply stores in the shape of crushed 
oyster shells and hen grit.

Allium cernuum, Nodding Onion. Umbels of light 
shell pink, July, at 8 to 16”. 3, 45c; doz., $1.00. 

A. geyeri Very pink heads at 4’, mountain, top, 
to 20” in lush meadow. New. 3, 50c; doz., $1.20. 


A. nuttallii. Sand Onion. Pretty new one, red as 
a two cent stamp. Forms dense clumps. Usually

FOR GARDENS IN HALF SHADE and moder- 
ately rich soil, well drained: Achillaea, Agastache, 
Alliums cernuum, geyeri and recurvatum, Ane: 
mone, Antennarias campestris, microphylla, oxy- 
phylla, rosea and Arnica fulgens. Asters con- 
spicuus, geyeri, meritus and ptarmicoides, Campan- 
ula, Cerastium, both Clematises, Delphineum, 
Dodecatheon, Erigerons asper flagellaris, Prairie 
Gem and glabellus. The ferns, Geum, Iris missouri- 
ensis, Liatris ligulistylis, Lilium, Lithophragma. 
Penstemon procumbens, Solidago pallida, Thalic- 
trum, Calochortus gunnisonii, Zygadenus elegans, 
the violets except nuttallii. With adequate mois- 
ture, however, sun is equally agreeable to these 
shade tolerant kinds. 


COLD CLIMATE CACTI 


Cactus culture: Cold climate cacti naturally re- 
duce their moisture content and shrivel on the ap- 
proach of winter. An ample depth, 12” or less, of 
9 parts gravel and sand to 1 of good loam, supports 
lavish bloom, aids essential winter dryness. 


Coryphantha vivipara Ball, to 3” or more, showy 
carmine flowers on top, June. 35c; 3, 90c. 
Echinocereus viridiflorus Glossy greenish yellow 
blossoms on the ribs, June. Color banded spines 
on new growth. 35c; 3, 90c. 

Neobesseya missouriensis Ball, to 2” or wider. 
Blossom yellow or pale orange, May. 35c; 3, 90c. 
Opuntia aurea New. Almost spineless prickly 
pear. Wonderfully rich yellow flower. 50c. 

O. fragilis, Brittle Cactus. Pygmy prickly pear, 
3” high. Large yellow flowers, June. 35c; 3, 90c.

Amorpha canescens, Lead Plant. Low, gray, vel- 
vety plant with orange dotted purple fingers of 
bloom, June, July. 12 to 25”. 85c; 3, $2.00.
